Chicago during the past eleven years was 


MAM FROZEN TO DEATH. 


8wt Sequel to A Dance Pwrty-BUly Hal- 


l»tt the Victim. 


Billy Hallott, aged 27, was frozen to 


death this morning on his way home in a 
bob Bled from a dance at Mt. Auburn to 
Niantio. In company with a party ot six 
he left Niantio last evening and after par- 
ticipating the dance, the Niantio young 
men started for home after 12 o'clock with 
the thermometer at 21 below zero, and 
facing a cutting northwest breeze. The 
distance waa 13 miles. On the way Hal- 
lett, who was the driver of the horses, 
fell out of the sleigh, when it was first 
discovered that he waa freezing.

MAFFIT'8 CRYSTAL IOB. 


Plenty of It Stored Away for the 
Summer Season—Scenes at 
the River. 


Mr. D. A. Mafflt, the energetic ic« deal- 


er, who has been in the business many 
years and has met with deserved snccesg, 
has been busy all week gathering in his 
big harvest of thousands of chunks of 
crystal ice from the congealed bosom of 
the Snngamon. Having visited the Maf- 
fit field of ice, and penetrated the inte- 
rior of the large twin ice houses on the 
river bank, the KBPTJBMOAS reporter is 
enabled to tell how the clear blocks of 
ice—so welcome when the mercury is 
among the 
nineties—are scientifically 


gathered and stored away for use when 
the weather is in a melting mood. The 
river was frozen over smoothly for a mile 
or more either way from the ico houses, 
nnd in thickness it ranges from six to ten 
inches. The surface of the ice was clean 
and clear as the sparkling center of the 
square blocks. The crop is unusually 
tine—no purer ice ever having been taken 
out of the river at any point, or in any 
year. "Doo" was found trudging about 
superintending the clock-like operations 
ot the industrious party of 40 men, all 
assigned to different duty. Up the river 
under the bridge and beyond were men 
at work marking off and plowing the ice 
into chunks, each 22 inches square. Be

an "endless rope" and clamp hook, opor 
nted by horse power. Into the ice house 
through an opening and down another 
chute would go the gliding chunks, and 
inside ware found about 20 men with 
grappling hooks, all actively at work 
yanking the frozen blocks about and put 
ting them in place one npon another, al 
on edge. The men were kept so busy on 
tho river and in the house keeping up with 
the steady movement of the ice that they 
didn't have time to get oold. They said 
they were quite comfortable, and yet the 
reporter wus chilled through and only 
too anxious to make tracks for a blazing 
lire when he got out ot the immense 
building. 


Mr. Maflit has made a study of the ioe- 


cutting business. He has a full supply 
of all the modern tools fashioned to sim- 
plify and expedite the work, and being an 
inventive genius himself he has arranged 
several appliances that are very valuable, 
DUO of wbich being the rope on rollers 
that is pulled by a pair of horses to lift 
tho cakes of ice from the river up the 
ehute aud into the house. Formerly it 
took three to six men to handle that both- 
ersome rope. Now there is no trouble at 
nil with it. 


The patrons of Mr. Maffitt will be grat- 


ified to learn thnt his harvest is one of 
the liuest he bus made in any season. He 
will have a monster supply of crystal ice 
stored away before tbe end of the week. 
Eiis twin houses are W ftet wide and 120 
feet long and of sntlieient height to afford 
storage for 7.00U toi.R nf the congealed 
chunks. Next season he will probably 
erect an tip-town building, in which to 
store in case he will be enabled to put up 
12,000 to 15,000 tons if it is needed.

who bi -r K e could realize the hardships 
they hu\e to uijdeieo with the mercury 
at 8 and 20 below zero, they would praise 
and pet tho faithful dealer in midsummer 
and about the collection season, instead 
of giving him a left-handed blast, as ia 
sometimes the rase.
